money of the world. It is rooted in a pref- 
erence — in the human breast. A test 
of the weight of the two metals in quantities 
of equal value, shows how and why traders 
decided in favor of the money which they 
could carry with the least burden and use 
wherever they might go to the best advant- 
age. Gold commands all values because it 
is the most stable in value. It was not leg- 
islated into the world’s finance until com- 
merce selected it as a gauge and it will not 
be legislated out of use if laws are changed. 
We assert that mere “money changers 
have always found more profit in a fluctuat- 
ing than in a fixed currency, and that one 
source of revenue which those who thus 
handle money always had when the cur- 
rency was not stable has been closed up in 
this country by the influence of the gold 
standard, and that what they have lost from 
euch revenue has been gained by producers 
and merchants. But bankers are not mere 
money changers; they are the trusted cus- 
todians of the money of the world. 
As bankers we are debtors to the extent 
of our deposits. We have received these 
deposits in money as good as gold. We de- 
ire to return them in money of equal value. 
t will be impossible for banks, iife insur- 
@nce companies, mutual benefit orders, 
building and loan associations and kindred 
institutions to return their creditors money 
equal in value to that which they have re- 
ceived if our currency is depreciated to the 
bullion value of the silver dollar. We have 
no interest in the metal 8 our na- 
tional standard of Value oe is not shared 
by every man who owes a dollar, or has a 
dollar due to him. We desire to have debts 
due us paid in as good money as we have 
loaned. We desire to pay our debts in the 
same way. The banking business is not 
vitally dependent upon amy specific standard 
or upon any particular kind of currency. It 
adapts itself to all eonditions; but, conscious 
of the needs of our customers,.we earnestly 
desire to see the country purged of the 
monetary delusions which drive money out 
f the channels of business. A dollar of 
xed value in the world’s commerce has the 
power to make markets, sharpen trade, in- 
vite capital, develop resources and extend 
cur national power and influence. A doubt- 
ful or depreciated dollar will blight every 
man’s effort, and prove a national curse. 
As bankers, we want the dollar which will 
do our country the most good, and we com- 
mend to ail our fellow citizens the opportun- 
ity which they now have to decide upon the 
future value of their dollar, and to remove 
from our land the menace which has de- 
etroyed more values and caused more suf- 
fering than war or pestilence.

We propose this week to show some of 
the old-time faith in the banker’s advice on

They are holding forth on the street corners.

“The time may come, however, when the 
aid of the banker will be required, and judg- 
ing bp by your past action, the aid will be 
freely rendered and whatever will tend to 
benefit the people and aid them in restoring 
prosperity to the country, will have the 
hearty co-operation of the American bank- 
ers. They have weir been prompt in ren- 
dering their aid to the Government when 
needed, and have done their part in every 
emergency. 

All parties join in rendering honor to our 
soldiers and sailors who, in time of our 
country’s peril, fought our battles and 
won our victories, also to our legislators, 
who sustained them during the conflict and 
acknowledged freely their services. But 
some of these same parties seem to forget 
the men without whose aid success would 
have been impossible. 

We think that while our soldiers and sail. 
ors are justly entitled to and do receive from’ 
a grateful people medals and diplomas in 
commemoration of their services, the men 
who rendered their aid in sustaining the 
Government financially ought to be at least 
entitled to honorable mention. a 

We are glad to welcome these men to 
our city, and are to have them with 
us, and express the hope that although it 
is the first time we have. had this privilege, 
it may not be the last, and at some future 
time we may have the pleasure of greeting 
you in increased numbers and under more 
favorable circumstances. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. E. H. Pullen Reviews the Objects 
of the Association. 

President Pullen before beginning the 
reading, of his speech, made a graceful in- 
troduction in reference to the coming of the 
convention to St. Louis, and the delightful 
manner in which the promises of the com- 
mittee were being realized.

I served as Chairman of your Executive 
Council for three years, and am closing, 
with this convention, four consecutive years 
of service. During that period I have striv- 
en to do the very best I could to promote the 
interests and contribute to the usefulness, 
Parity and perpetuity of our association, 

t has been the custom heretofore to elect 
retiring Presidents as members of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. An amendment was offered 
at our last convention prohibiting this, but 
it was not adopted. I am in sympathy with 
the view of members adverse to this cus- 
tom, and in my case, considering it will be 
more honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance, I beg respectfully to decline elec- 
tion as one of the Executive Council. 

The past year n an eventful one in 
dur history. Our membership has largely 
increased during that period, the*accessions 
being about 500. 

Interest in our association and its work 
Has been aroused, and we confidently expect 
a continuance of growth with greater rapid- 
ity in the future than in the past. 


The labors of the Standing Protective 
Committee have been exceedingly onerous, 
unintermitting and phenomenally successful 
since the adjournment of our convention 
held at Atlanta. 

The success accomplished has far exceed- 
ed our most sanguine expectations, and the 
report of the committee, which will be pre- 
sented, will doubtless afford you much grati- 
fication. 

The labor involved in the diligent prosecu- 
tion of the protective work of our associa- 
tion, the time and care constantly needed, 
the responsibility of quick exercise of dis- 
cretion, the voluminous correspondence, 
personal conferences sought at all hours, 
the pressing necessity of economy, linked 
with unstinted expenditure when apparently 
justified, cannot be estimated except by the 
gentlemen constituting the committee, who 
have unselfishly devoted themselves to the 
task assigned to them, and have found it 
and the responsibilities exceedingly burden- 
some and materially interfering with their 
attention to their own legitimate profes- 
sional duties. 

The. protective feature of our work has 
been this year the greater factor in attract- 

g new members, and the extraor- 

inary success that has crowned our 
efforts not only stimulates. to in- 
creased, energetic exertion, but 

uarantees that such redoubled effort will 
n due time exterminate the professional 
forgers, burglars and check-raisers who 
have for years preyed on our banks and 
bankers. 

It is our intention to wage an unrelenting 
war against these criminals, who already 
understand that the American Bankers’ 
Association is on their track, and they are 
rapidly appreciating and avoiding the 
reat risk they incur in attempting to de- 

ud our members. 

The cost of the work during this year, 
managed as economically as consistent with 
efficiency, has been considerable but the 
results are worth infinitely more than the 
thousands of dollars expended. 

Experience of similar organizations is 
that each year of such work faithfully and 
zealously performed costs less than the 
preceding years, and that after four or five 
years the expense will be nominal in com- 
parison. 

The skillful professional bank criminals 
appear to have ample means with which to 
employ able counsel. 

hen we secure their arrest and incar- 
ceration, our work is far from completed; 
we must watch their trial until closed by 
their conviction, and only relax our efforts 
when they are sentenced and securely put 
behind the bare, 

It is estimated that.the increased schedule 
of dues for the present year will yield from 
thirty to thirty-two thousand dollars, and 
that this sum will be sufficient for the 
protective work and other expenses of the 
association. 

The secretary of the association informs 
me that the membership of the American 
Bankers’ Association represents in round 
figures $860,000,000 of capital and surplus. 

Thirty-two thousand dollars is a smal 
percentage of that amount, say, about four- 
elevenths of one one-hundredth of 1 per 


cent.

I cette these few examples to illustrate the 
differences that exist, and earnestly urge 
that this association should take up this 
work of harmonizing the commercial and 
banking laws of the different ates. A 
well-arranged plan in co-operation with the 
State Bankers’ Associations and our various 
Vice Presidents would, in my judgment, be 
crowned with success. 


We have taken a deep interes‘ in the pend- 
ing controversy between express companies 
and banks in various parts of our country 
in regard to what are known as express 
money orders, and also their increased rates 
for transportation of money. 

A committee was appointed to look into 
the merits of the controversy and suggest 
such action as they might consider essential 
for the protection of our interests, and the 
results of their investigations will be sub- 
mitted to your consideration. , 

There has been considerable bitterness of 
feeling injected in the controversy that is 
needless and irrelevant. It does not tend 
to an equitable solution of the difficulty to 
be intemperate in speech or action. 

If the express companies do not pay their 
fair share of taxation, if their issue of 
money orders should be liable as circulation 
to ten per cent tax, if they, should be sub- 
jected to the restrictions of the Interstate 
Commerce law, are matters that can be dis- 
cussed in a dispassionate manner; and the 
Legislatures of the different States, or the 
Congress, can be invoked to make such 
legislation as is needed. 4 

To say that in New York, Chicago and 
other cities banks should decline to keep 
the accounts of express companies and 
bam their money orders is simply ridicu- 

ous. * 

To say that those banks should issue small 
drafts in order to supplant express money 
orders is equally ridiculous, 

The advice to the country bankers to with- 
draw their accounts from banks in those 
cities who will not close accounts of ex- 
press companies or subsgitute their own 
drafts in lieu of express orders is superla- 
tive nonsense. 

The whole question is one of competition, 
and our sole effort should be to restrain that 
competition within legal limitations, 


The subject of “Restrictive Indorsements” 
has. attracted considerable attention late- 
ly, and the Clearing Houses of our country 
have taken action in regard to the mat- 
ter. 

It is understood now by the banks and 
bankers in our country that absolutely plain 
indorsements are required, and that no oth- 
er indorsement should be made or accepted. 

There is one matter that should receive 
the “arnest attention of our members, and 
that is in regard to items on distant points 
sent as cash to their correspondents, 

A New York bank, for example, receives 
a check from its St. Louis correspondent, 
drawn by Jones & Co. for $1,000 on the None- 
such National Bank, of None-sucb, Conn., 
and sends that item to its correspondent at 
Hartfo.4 (contiguous to None-such) as cash. 
The bank at Hartford remits once in ten 
days tor such items—in other words, the 
New York bank extends to the bank at 
Hartford a credit of a certain number of 
days, and the bank at Hartford sends it 
to its correspondent at None-such, who re- 
mits once in seven days—in other words, the 
bank at Hartford extends a credit to the 
bank at None-such for a certain number of 
days. The check of Jones & Co. is paid 
by the bank at None-such, and the amount 
credited to the bank at Hartford, but before 
remittance day the bank at None-such fails, 
and the bank at Hartford immediately noti- 
fies the New York bank of the fact, and 
demands tbat the item be credited back to 
their account, and the New York bank 
makes the same claim on the correspondent 
at St. Louis, from whom it received the 
item for sirailar credit. The St. Louis cor- 
respondent demands repayment from the 
depositor of the check, and he claims that 
the check was paid, and he declines to re- 
fund the money, disclaiming any responsi- 
bility for the results of the credits extend- 
ed by parties through whom the check

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WHAT SUPPORTS ST. LOUIS. 


The prosperity of St. Louis, the profits 
of its merchants, the salaries of its clerks, 
the wages ot its laborers, the fees of its 
professional men depend on the amount 
of money the West and Southwest re- 
ceive for, their products. : 

Why is it that when we work harder 
in the West than they work in New Eng- 
land, the money-lenders of the New Eng- 
land States grow so enormously wealthy 
at our expense? Bey | 

The Statistical Abstract compiled by 
the United States Treasury Department 
answers the question too plainly for mis- 
take to be possible. 

The yield of wheat per acre in 1872 was 
12 bushels, and the value per acre $14.87. 
In 1895 the yield per acre increased to 
13.7 bushels, but the value per acre had 
fallen to $6.99. 

Here is one of the great staples of 
Western wealth cut absolutely in two 
since the demonetization of silver The 
forced decline has been so great that the 
value of the crop from 21 million acres in 
1872 was $72,000,000 greater than the value 
of the yield from 34 million acres in 1895. 

On wheat, on corn, on cotton, on pro- 
visions, on every staple. on which they 
depend, the agricultural exporting States 
of the entire basin of the Mississippi, 
from Lakes to Gulf, and from Alleghenies 
to Rockies, have been robbed'year after 
year. 

Forced deeper and deeper in debt, the 
money in which payment is demanded 
from them has been forced higher dnd 
higher by money brokers, and specula- 
tors in New York and London until at 
last the*Valley States, under existing con- 
ditions, have nothing before them ex- 
cept the prospect of steadily increasing 
debt, accompanied by steadily diminish- 
ing revenues. 

It is insanity for business men in St. 
Louis to think that this city can maintain 
its place as a center of wholesale trade 
in a section which is being thus reduced 
to deeper and deeper poverty. It is ab- 
surd for local retail merchants wholly 
dependent on the money which is brought 
to the West and South in exchange for 
our great staples of agriculture, to think 
that they can prosper when the producers 
on whom they depend are being bank- 
rupted. 

The issues involved in this campaign 
are issues of life and death to the pros- 
perity of St. Louis, and of every other 
city in the Valley. A vote for the Wall 
street policy of dear gold and cheap men 
is treason to St, Louis, and to all the 
trade interests of St. Louis, as it is to 
the rights of America and the highest in- 
terests of all Americans. 


GLADSTONE ON GOLD. 

One of the last speeches Mr. Gladstone 
made in the English House of Commons 
was in 1893 on a question of the relations 
of the gold standard to English trade 
which had been raised in connection with 
the closing of the Indian mints and the 
attempt to force this country to a per- 
manent gold basis. 

He did not questfon that bimetallisin 
might be best for India and for other 
countries, but he pointed out that Eug- 
land is the greatest creditor country of 
the world, that it has owing to it in 
round numbers ten thousand milliof@ dol- 
lars ($10,000,000,000). 

Every intelligent man in Parliament 


g 


unterstood, as Mr. Gledstone did himself, 
that the gold standard means for Eng- 
land a steady increase in the value and 
in the interest-drawing power of the se- 
curities representing this prodigious lebt. 
Every one in Parliament understood ex- 
actly what Mr. Gladstone meant in ask- 
ing if with such a debt owing to its bank- 
ers and investors, England could afford 
to favor bimetallism. And there was no 
duestion in any part of England of his 
position when he declared it would be a 
| serious matter to ask this country (Eng- 
land) to perform that supreme act of 
self-sacrifice!’’ 

This speech was the severest blow bi- 
metallism in England had received. No 
man in English politics ig more disin- 
terested than Gladstone, and when he 
declared almost in so many words that 
im face of the overwhelming English 
interest on the side of the gold standard, 
it is idle to discusg matters of political 
economy and abstract justice, English 
bimetallists virtually gave up hope of 
an “international agreement.“ 

Of the ten thousand million dollars 
England wishes to collect principal 
and interest in gold, the United 
States owes at least five thou- 
sand millions, put out, not only in 
government bonds, but jn mortgages on 
gur railroads, factories, breweries, >ffice 
buildings in cities and finally on our 
farms. 

Vet in the face of this, McKinley pre- 
tends to favor a return to bimetallism 
and a repudiation of the gold standard 
As soon as he can obtain an international 
agreement and the consent of England. 

Does any one think that he or any 
other Republican misunderstood Glad- 
stone? Is there any American blind and 
foolish enough to believe that English 
bankers will ever consent to take a four- 
shilling dollar from us when they can 
force one worth six shillings? 

Yet according to the platform on which 
McKinley asks to be eleoted President the 
only financial issue in this campaign is 
that of obtaining an international agree- 
ment—which means England’s consent 
to the opening of our mints to equal bi- 
metallic coinage.

The history of the suit dates back to be-

RUSSIAN: RULER ON PARADE. 


He Sailed Up the Firth of Forth Be- 
tween Lines of Warships and 
Merchant Vessels. 


LEITH, Scotland, Sept. 22.—The Russian 
yachts Standard and the Pole Star were 
sighted at the entrance of the Firth of Forth 
at 10:30 this morning. The news was imme- 
diately telegraphed to the“ Prince of Wales, 
who was in charge of the arrangements for 
the reception of the Czar and Czarina of 
Russia. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught, M. De Staal, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor to the Court of St. James, Lord Rose- 
bery and a number of high military offi- 
cials, arrived at the jetty from Dalmeny 
at 11 o’clock, and were received by an es- 


cort of the Enniskillen Dragoons. Rain 
was falling heavily, but in spite of this 
enormous 1 * lined the way to the docks 
and greeted the arrival of the royal party. 
After inspecting the reception room the 
royal party joined the Duchess of Buccleuch 
and the Countess of Lytton and embarked 
on board the steamer Fantallon Castle. The 
steamer then proceeded down the Firth in 
order to meet the Czar and Czarina. The 
channel fleet, which lined the Firth of Forth 
saluted the Prince of Wales and the royal 


party. 

The Russian imperial yachts on their ar- 
rival were saluted by the fleet and im- 
mediately dropped anchor. The Fantallon 
Castle soon afterwards ran alongside the 
Standard, which had the Czar and Czarina 
on board. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught and M. De Staal went on board and 
welcomed ‘the Czar and Czarina to Leith. 
The party afterwards lunched together on 
board the Standard. 

The whole harbor was full of merchant 
vessels from all parts of the world, and 
they were decked from stem to stern with 
bunting. After passing through the lines 
of powerful warships the progress of the 
Standard up the Firth of Forth was pa- 
rade-like in the extreme. 

The precautions taken afloat for the pro- 
tection of their Majesties were unprecedent- 

, it is believed, in naval annals. Picket 
boats, steam launches and torpedo boats of 
the smaller class, from the warships Ma- 
jestic, Magnificent, Repulse and Resolution, 
each detachment commanded by a Lieuten- 
ant, formed a complete fleet around the Rus- 
sian imperial yacht. It was in order, osten- 
sibly, to prevent the shore boats from 
crowding about the Standard, but in reality 
to prevent any possibility of an attempt to 
commit a dynamite or other outrage. ’ 

The shore boats were in such vast num- 
bers on the water that there is no doubt 
that the precautions taken by the British 
naval authorities were warranted. 

The precautions adopted ashore were 
equally thorough, although few people give 
more than a passing thought now to the 
alleged dynamite conspiracy, supposed to 
have been discovered by Scotland Yard. 

After luncheon, their Imperial Majesties 
boarded the Fantallon Castle, accompanied 
by the British Princes, and that steamship 
proceeded slowly up the Firth of Forth, 
closely guarded by the picket boats, through 
the lines of ‘the British fleet. 

The Czar and Czarina landed at the jetty 
at exactly 1:40 p. m. As they stepped ashore 
the lg presented arms, and the massed 
bands played the Russian anthem.

GUOTED BISMARCK’S LANGUAGE

Our opponents con- 
fess the condition, and when I tell you 
that you cannot remedy the condition, ex- 
cept — financial legislation, our opponents 
tell us that the trouble is in the tariff 
question and that if we could just have 
more tariff then times would get goes 
again.

AT WILMINGTON. 


Argument Devoted to the Administra- 
' tion’s Financial Policy. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Sept. 22.—Following 
is Mr. Bryan’s speech, delivered here last 


night. It was enthusiastically received by 
a large audience, who groaned and hissed 
when references were made to McKiniey 
and to the Democratic bolters:

Merchants who receive 
these circulars are wondering what kind of

The general opinion is that she 
s trying to offset the inroads on her trade 
made by St. Louis. Whether or not the as- 
sociation with the high-sounding name is 
really to be formed. there are those among 
St. Louis merchants who see behind it all 
@ scheme to attract merchants all over the 
Southwest to the Chicago market. 
President T. B. Boyd of the Exposition, 
when shown the circular, said: “Of course, 
for all I know to the contrary, N mer- 
chants may intend to organize some kind of 
an association for the mutual benefit of the 
wholesalers and the retail merchants. 

Reading between the lines, though, it 
looks very much as if their main object is 
to get the merchants to Chicago to talk 
business with them. St. Louis has been 
pushing Chicago pretty hard of late. There 
was some talk recently of organizing a 
ermanent Exposition like ours up there, 
but the scheme fell through. The object in 
calling merchants there may be to put on 
foot a similar enterprise. St. Louis has 
nothing to fear from any such move- 
ment. We are well able to hold our own 
against the world.”

A BENEFICIARY LIST THAT HAS 


FLAWS IN IT. 


APPLICATION FOR A WARRANT. 


One of the Patrons of an Alleged In- 


surance Company Claims He 
Was Swindled. 


— 


Webb Jefferson, a colored hostler, working 
at Twelfth and Locust streets, made a for- 


mal complaint at the warrant office in the 
Four Courts Monday against the Metropoli- 
tan Industrial Benevolent Association, con- 
ducted by the Horn family. 

Jefferson alleged that he had been in- 
duced to take a policy from the Horns by 
false pretenses. He produced a policy and 
receipt book, the latter showing that he had 

ald an assessment of 25 cents a week for 
ourteen weeks. At the end of that time he 
was kicked by a horse and the injury con- 
fined him to his bed in the loft of the livery 
stable for sixteen days. 

The complainant charged that he wrote 
day after day asking Horn to assist him, 
but received no reply. Finally, he claimed, 
the medical director of the concern called on 
three occasions and gave him medical at- 
tention. He said no money was ever paid 
to him. 

1 don’t get but 
and night,“ said Jefferson, and it’s mighty 
hard on me to be beat out of my money.“ 

Jefferson said the benefit due him was 
$5 a week while he was incapacitated for 
work. After he was injured Horn’s col- 
lector didn’t call on him again. 

The Horns have issued a circular in which 
they print a list of benefleiaries.“ As the 
association does its business among the 
poorest people, and principally among hard- 
working and credulous colored women, the 
list is largely composed of the names of 
colored women. The circular purports to 
be a quarterly report, although it is not 
dated, and ‘the list of beneficiaries pur- 
23 to consist of people to whom bene. 

ts have been paid in the last three months.”’ 

First on the list of “beneficiaries’’ is Mol- 
lie Hoard, a hard working colored woman 
at 3417 Lasalle street, who is credited by 
ge with having received $40 sick bene- 


ts. 23 

She said Monday that she had received 
only $20, and that when she accused Horn 
of misrepresentation he said he had sim- 
ply made a mistake. 

‘I received sick benefits amounting to 
21.“ said Caroline Nelson of 3417 lle

Mrs. Susie Williams, a colored working 
woman at 1424 Michigan avenue, told a piti- 
ful story. 

Her mother, Mrs. Bettie Johnson, had in- 
sured her life in Horn’s concern by paying 
a weekly assessment of 25 cents for many 
months. 

Finally, when she was on her death bed, 
a man called at the house and took her 
policy and receipt book from her. Only 
the dying woman’s niece, a little girl, was 
with her at the time. Shortly after this. 
the woman died, and her heirs received noth- 
ing. Mrs. Williams, her daughter, still has 
another receipt book, in which was entered 
a memorandum of her mother’s insurance. 
A pencil mark has been drawn through it, 


it is said, by one of the agents of the Horn , 


concern. 

My mother often went without the 
necessaries of life to keep up her insurance,“ 
said Mrs. Williams, ‘We are too poor 
to pay lawyers to fight for our rights. Is 
there mo law to protect poor dying people 
from having their things taken from them?” 

The little girl who was watching at the 
bedside of the dying woman when her policy 
was taken from her said she would know 
the man who did it if she saw him again. 

Luther Williams was a 12-year-old boy 
who died Sept. 19, 1895, at 1424 Michigan ave- 
nue. He was insured by his mother for $56, 
but she says she applied for that amount in 
vain. 

Mary Watson was a poor colored woman 
who was being cared for by Henry Sexton, 
janitor of the Liggett Building on Chestnut 
street. Besides paying her insurance of 2% 
cents weekly, Sexton paid $3.25 extra so 
as to secure an “immediate benefit” policy. 

‘Mrs. Watson became sick,“ said Sexton. 
“As she was in r for two weeks 
she could not claim sick or disability ben- 
efits under the rules of the Horn concern, 
According to the same rules death benefits 
can not be claimed if premiums are four 
weeks in arrears. Before four weeks had 
elapsed, however, the arrearage had been 
paid and Mrs. Watson died. 

„Horn would not pay. He pointed to the 
two weeks arrearage clause and said that 
death was a disability. I sent a lawyer to 
see him and Horn got mad and showed a 
revolver. The lawyer said nothing could 


be made out of him.” 


Ellen Boyd of 1306 Clark avenue is second 
on Horn’s lists of benefleiaries,““ and is 
listed as receiving $18 in sick benefits. She,
